A mysterious “flaming 11 object seen 
recently in New Brunswick skies seen s 
to be more of a mystery than ever, 
following a report that a truck driver 
came close to being struck by it— 
wha .‘.ever *it* was * 

Hubert Howe of Fredericton, a truck 
driver employed by the Willard Me Fay- 
den sawmill of the Miramichi Lumber 
Company Limited, about 11 miles fron 
Boiestown, reported his vehicle beirg 
struck by “a pieoe of fire” v/edneadoy 
night* He was in the cab at the tine* 

Mr* Howe and three fellow workers a31 
agreed that the object seemed like “A 
big blue ball of fire”* They descri¬ 
bed the light given off by it as sin- 
llar in color and brightness to that 
of an electric arc welder* 

While moving the truck slowly along 
a muddy road near the mill with a 
load of lumber, Mr* Howe said the 


first thing he noticed was a bright 
glare coming from under both sides of 
the truck “like something was burning 
underneath it* 

“I got out of the cab and here was this 
piece of fire stuck between the rear 
of the cab and the front of the body*" 
He then threw mud at the fire in an 
effort to extinguish it* As soon aa 
the mud hit It, the flaming material 
“fell off in blobs, almost like it 
was jelly*” 

Aa soon as It hit the wet muddy ground* 
Mr* Howe said, the fire went out* 

He did not have any impression of 
great heat coming from it f “Although 
I remember it being warm*" 

A Daily Gleaner reporter and photo¬ 
grapher visited the scene Friday after¬ 
noon and were unable to find any traces 
of the object* Earlier reports reach¬ 
ing Bo last, own had Indicated the truck 
had been set afire* However, the truck 
was unmarked and showed no signs of 
having been hit by anything, ---flaming 
or otherwise* 

Robert Palmer of Boiestown who was 
working in the millyard with his bro¬ 
thel's., Murray and Benny Munn, also of 
Boiestown, reported seeing the object 
moving at what h® thought to be about 
tree-top level* 

“The three of us were watching an air¬ 
plane fly over to the northeast and 
that was how we were looking at the 
sky at the time,” said Mr* Palmer* 

“Just after the plane had passed we saw 
a blue flaming object pass over in the 
same direction* It seemed to break up 
over the trees near us and fall to the 
ground, giving off a bluish glare like 
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a, welding torch*“ 

Kr u Hove thought that someone was 
playing a trick 11 on him* After I go* 
the fire out, I didn’t think much mo'e 
about it and went on and finished my 
shift*" Later when he finished work 
that night he found out that the thrse 
other men had soon It, and some time 
later, heard of the sightings in othsr 
parts of New Brunswick* 

DroDcJ«0« Laning, of the University oi 
New Brunswick* 3 geology department, 
commenting on th© occurrence, was un- 
able to give ready explB.no.trion 
the object* H From th® description I 
have heard, I think we can discount wo 
things* It certainly wasn't a meteor 
and it certainly was not dropped from

n No meteor appears as a jelly-like 
substance* ’ he 3 ald» 'Also it would 

have been extremely hot and the heat

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SAUCERS OVER CUBA. 


(Correspondent Henry R, Gallart sends 
us his experiences with th& saucers s s 
noted below,) 

The first UK) I saw over Cubs, wag frcm 
the vicinity of the town of Caney In 
Orient© province sometime In January 
1960« It was near the base of the 
Sierra Ilaestra mountain range* 

At 7:45 paino I was talking to the sol ¬ 
diers encamped on our property* Sudc en 
ly 3 moving in an east to west direct2on 
and over the nearby mountains (2500 3t» 
In elevation) there appeared what sein¬ 
ed to be a great ball of fire silently 
crossing right in front of us. There 
was no noise whatsoever. The visibility 
was excellent on this dark starlit 
night. A clear trail of multi-colored 
sparks was loft behind by the object. 
Our own altitude would have been aboit 
500 to 600 feet above sea level. 

The second sighting occurred over th< 
former Texaco petroleum refinery at 
Santiago do Cuba's bay one morning al 
10:45 in Kay, 1961. 

I had taken a friend over to the plant 
to deal in the matter of painting th< 
company's cars. He and others had s<en 
an object (he related to me) come fre m 
a northwest direction very slowly till 
it was right on top of the pl&nt. i 
wag then called. To my knowledge it 
was hovering, and rocking to and fro 
in a falling leaf manner. From my 
angle of view It looked roughly like a 
metallic football, although I don't 
guarantee It. No height was availabl e 
to check the altitude. 

It was seen during fifteen minutes, 
after which time I returned to work. 

I was later informed by the same friend 
that the object had picked up speed and 
disappeared in a flash.. It was seen 
by the e ntire office group.,

I have never told anyone else about 
this for two reasons, First...no on< 
would believe mo and would probably 
want to lock me up as a crazy man; 
and second...I am sure that those 
people on Mars know everything that i s 
happening here and if I had told 
people about it before they would tore 
taken me away again or'killed me, 

I'm tolling this now in order to help 
people to knew what is going on in 
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space. My heart is bothering me novr 
and I fool I won’t be living too much 
longer so I have nothing to fear from 
those people. 

From this experience I tove tod I feel 
those people’s culture and scientific 
knowledge is much ahead of ours. 

They don’t noed satellites to launoh 
their spaceships and they have oonquer- 
ed many of tho problems of space that 
we are still trying to conquer. They 
seem to power their 3hips with rays, 
maybe light rays, but it’s not with 
motors like ours. 

Iiy experience and seeing those other 
earth people on that planet show me 
those creatures have a great knowledge 
of the pooplo here and are much ahead 
of us.

(And earlj Thursday, Associated Press 
added a report of a '*flash" in the skies 
over Ocear Beach, Calif., Wednesday 
about 8:55 pm, PST (9:55 pm MST). 

The Califernia fireball “seemed to move 
v^est over the Pacifio toward a spot 
some 50 miles off San P**anci3Co, " the 
report said. 

Dr. Robert R. Kadesch, associate prof¬ 
essor of physics. University of Utah, 
and a science writer for the The Salt 
Lake Tribune, said the object probably 
Y/as a bolide, or an exploding meteor 
which Is rot uncommon, he noted. 

"It probedly exploded 50 to 60 miles in 
the atmosphere or perhaps a little lower" 
Dr. Kadesch said. 

Another report oame from Richard Young, 
1973 St. Mary's Dr. (1450 South), who 
was piloting an airplane toward Milford 
from the south Yrhen the flash occurred.

Cincinnati, Ohio 3 —Correspondent Miss 
Dorothy terTer sends us this personal 
sighting. On the evening of April 24, 
1962, at 8:56-7 p.m. Miss Lefler noticed 
what seemed to be a variable star that 
appeared to be "wandering" about. She 
got its position by means of telephone 
wires, trees and a telephone pole. Gall¬ 
ing her mother to witness this star, 
and explaining to her how such an illu¬ 
sion is caused by atmospheric conditions 
realized it was really moving beoause 
it had crossed the phone wires. First 
seen in the WNW and it travelled 
straight across the northern sky, head¬ 
ing NNEo Both persons observed it for 
about 5 minuteso It seemed to bob 
slightly, but no doubt this was due to 
atmospheric conditions & refraction. 

It travelled appros. 160 degrees of arc 
during this time. At 60 degrees alt. 
Seemed it was very high but no way of 
estimating size or distance. No sound 
or tail. Same size as average star. 
Binoculars did not resolve the object. 

Kitchener. Ontario.— On Monday Anril 
237 JOS57 KomorSchaefer sighted and 
photographed a UFO. While in his back¬ 
yard watching several meteors, he deci¬ 
ded to get his Polaroid camera which 
had a 3000-speed film, so that he could 
get a shot of a meteor. While waiting, 
he noticed a dark object cross the sky 
very slowly e He recognized it as a 
UFO (flying saucer) the same type he‘d 
seen on previous occasions, that is, on 
July 14th and July 31, 1959. It made 
a close approach to the city, at roof¬ 
top height, hover over a street and 
then headed in a southerly direction. 
This craft was approximately 50 feet in 
size, about 200 feet above the street 
and several hundred yards away from 
v/here he stood. It glided silently past 
at a speed of 30 or 40 miles per hour. 
The photo that Mr. Schaefer took of it 
did not turn out very satisfactory and 
decided to vratch again hoping to get 
another picture. At 10:30 p.m. as he 
stood facing West, the direction the 
UFO had taken, he was suddenly startled 
to see the sky above light up. Glancing 
up he saw a huge UFO directly above him 
and managed to get another picture just 
as It passed over him. 

It was a much larger craft than the
